CHRISTMAS CANDIES. 


Christinas time would lack much in 


the pleasure of anticipation if we 


could not prepare 
our h o in e-made 
candies. Many "of 
them are so simple 
that even the little 
people make them, 
or with the more 
elaborate 
k i n d s 


they may help in 
getting the materi- 


als ready fur the candy-maker. 


Brown Sugar Nut Candy.—Mix one 


pound of brown sugar and one pint of 
molasses with one teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in a little water. Stir the 
ingredients until well mixed, then boil 
until the candy will' harden when 
dropped in cold water. Remove from 
the fire and stir through it one pound 
of pecan meats or svsilnut meats; the 
more nuts the better the candy. Pour 
into flat, greased dishes to cool and 
mark off in squares. 


Pralines.—Boil one pound of brown 


sugar (coffee A), with enough water 
to dissolve it, until it threads when 
poured from the end of a spoon. Stir 
in a pound of pecan meats and when 
evenly mixed drop by spoonfuls on a 
marble slab. Flatten and round each 
o> e and when cool take up with a 
spatula. 
Pralines should have the 


taste of cooked brown sugar with pe- 
cans. 


Fondant.—This is tho foundation 


which may be used for any number of 
French candies. Boil together a pint 
of granulated sugar, a half cupful of 
water and a tablespoonful of glucose; 
this latter to keep the sugar 
from 


graining. A pinch of cream of tartar 
may be used in place of the glucose, 
ttoil until it hardens when a d'-op is 
put into cold water; remove from the 
heat and allow it to cool, when still 
warm begin to stir and beat with a 
\voorten spoon until it is creamy white 
and smooth. Put into1 a bowl, cover 
with a buttered paper and a damp 
cloth and allow it to stand (for a few 
days to ripen. Then it may be used 
to" dip bon bons, for peppermint or 
\vintersreen wafers; when mixed with 
chopped nuts'may be made into a loaf, 
using colors and packing it in leaves; 
small balls of the fondant flavored 
then dipped in chocolate make the 
popular chocolnto cream.

It 
was later charged at Bangor that this eui 
cide was due to the effects of the revival 
The charges were so persistent that Mr. 
Nicholson dealt with them in one of his 
discourses, saying in effect thatit was bet- 
ter to loee ont'rt mind over religion than 
over formb of sin.

Thus we see that a psychological study of alcohol is, on 
abstract scientific grounds, essential to a complete under- 
standing of the materials regularly ingested which serve 
as the sources of energy to the body."

The fact is not generally known 


that Ireland was the first country in 
modern Europe to enforce the adop- 
tion of surnames by law. 
The act 


prescribing their general 
use was 


passed more than 100 years before the 
Anglo-Norman invasion, whereas sur- 
names did not come into general use 
In England until the days of Queen 
Elizabeth, nor in Wales till late in the 
seventeenth century. 


There are some Interesting mean- 


ings attaching to the most well-known 
Irish names.

Murphy came from O'Murphy, Mor-
